The  prisons  are  gorged,  and  the  few  that  escape  to 
starve  in  exile  are  almost  as  much  to  be  commiserated.  Of 
this  sad  state  of  things  France  is  mainly  guilty.

•24th  Man'll,  to  tlie  Emperor- King  from  the  Palatine  Arch- 
Duke  Stephen,  in  his  own  handwriting,  attested  by  his 
secretary,  leaves  no  doubt  upon  this  subject,  as  the  following 
extract  will  show :

FRANCE  AND  ITALY. 

The  French,  who  put  so  much  interest  into  their  theatres, 
not  successful  with  their  political  drama.  It  is  weari- 

me  and  disgusting  to  contemplate.  And  yet  it  is  full  of 
^Dg  events,  startling  clianges,  strange  surprises,  great 
fortunes  involved,  the  fates  of  men  and  emjiires  hanging  on  a 
tlffead.  Yet  with  all  these  materials  for  tragedy,  it  turns 
oot  to  be  a  most  vulgar  and  common-place  drama  after  all. 

the  reason  we  believe  to  be,  that  there  is  no  character 
jn  the  personages.  Amid  the  numbers  brought  upon  the 
public  scene,  of  all  ages,  ranks,  colour,  and  profession,  not  one 
^ds  forth  as  truly  great,  or  eminent,  or  magnanimous  in 
anv  way ;  few  as  even  honest.  Tlie  truth  is,  we  suppose,  that 
I  certain  degree  of  simplicity  is  necessary  to  greatness ;  and 
that  there  is  no  simplicity  in  the  men  w'ho  have  ser\'ed  half- 
idozen  dynasties,  and  set  up  scores  of  political  aims  in  the 
of  their  tortuous  career. 

In  likening  French  political  life  to  the  stage,  let  us 
not  forget  the  quick  metamorphose  of  character  and  costume 
indulged  in  by  the  actors.  For  example,  when  the  National 
Assemblv  last  broke  up,  we  left  the  magnates  of  the  Con- 
senative  party  plotting,  or  pretending  to  plot,  how  they 
should  extend  Louis  Naiwleon  s  three  years’  lease  of  power  to 
tenyeais.  Were  they  serious  and  sincere  at  the  time?  It 
is  to  be  doubted.  Certain  it  is,  that  not  only  has  the  idea 
been  abandoned,  but  another  idea  now  peeps  out  The  Con¬ 
servative  party  no  longer  looks  to  any  consolidation  of  power 
uuder  Louis  Napoleon,  but  simply  to  making  the  present 
President  a  stepping-stone  to  the  restoration  of  a  legitimate 
monarcliy.  This  is  the  plain  English  of  the  situation. 

M.  Thiers  lias  divulged  it,  by  holding  a  language  on 
the  Roman  question,  such  as  no  politician  could  hold 
that  did  not  look  to  a  Legitimist  prince  as  his  future 
master,  and  to  the  priesthood  as  his  main  support.  The 
reason  is  admitted  on  all  hands,  is  scarcely  denied  by  M. 
Thiers  himself ;  and  it  has  excited  in  the  breast  of  Louis 
Xapoleon  a  burst  of  honest  indignation,  such  as  that  Prince 
is  capable  of  feeling  and  expressing,  at  least  for  twenty-four 
hours.  Ilis  resolution  and  sagacity  seldom  extend  beyond 
that  period. 

Whilst  we  write,  the  breach  is  wide  in  Paris  between 
the  President  and  those  councillors  whom  he  has  hitherto 
implicitly  trusted.  Louis  Napoleon,  however,  though  a 
gmerous  steed,  has  still  a  curb  in  his  mouth  j  that  curb 
being  the  Conservative  majority  in  the  Assembly,  to  which  he 
has  leut  himself  altogether,  and  of  which  he  is  the  instru-  i 
meat  and  slave.

THE  MURDER  OF  COUNT  BATTHYANY. 

The  judicial  murder  of  Count  Louis  Batthyany  will  go  far 
to  open  the  eyes  of  many  persons  hitherto  blinded  by 
those  wilful  and  malignant  perversions  of  truth  to  which 
the  Times  and  Chronicle  have  lent  themselves,  with  regard 
to  the  Hungarian  (]uestion.  It  was  comparatively  easy 
to  identify  the  national  rising  of  the  Hungarians  with  the 
individuality  of  Kossuth,  and  then  to  misrepresent  Kos¬ 
suth,  tlie  “  lawyer  and  rhetorician,”  us  an  anarchist  and 
red  republican.

“  takes  place  in  the  interest  of  freedom,  and  that  a  nation 
“  struggling  to  gain  liberty,  can  most  easily  fall  under  the 
“  yoke  of  tyranny,  if  it  passes  beyond  the  proper  limits.”  Still 
fewer  were  acquainted  with  the  speaker  personally.  But  Count 
Louis  Batthyany  was  well  known  to  many  in  this  country  ;

A  public  trial  would  inikllibly  have  exposed  the  | 
infamous  conduct  of  the  Austrian  Court  It  was  deemed 
more  convenient  to  get  rid  of  a  hving  witness  of  Austrian 
treacherj’  by  the  summary  process  of  a  Court-martial.  By 
this  means  it  was  also  hoped  tliat  the  memory  of  the  unibr- 
tunate  nobleman  might  be  blackened,  by  insinuating  that  he 
was  really  executed,  not  for  the  ridiculous  causes  alleged  in ' 
kis  sentence,  but  for  his  participation  in  a  crime  of  which  be  | 
was  not  even  judicially  accused.  This  truly  un-English  and , 
most  truly  Austrian  manner  of  proceeding  finds  a  willing,  though 
not  a  particularly  able  instrument,  in  the  Own  Correspondent 
of  the  Times  (a  creature  worthy  to  be  laureate  to  Hayiiau  him¬ 
self),  who  insinuates,  upon  the  strengtli  of  third-liand  reports, 
and  of  hear-say  evidence  of  cab-drivers,  railway-traveUers,  and 
such  like,  that  the  object  of  its  calumnies  was  implicated  in 
the  murder  of  Count  Latour  cm  the  6th  of  October !  And  to  this 
insinuation  the  Times  itself,  by  the  i/s  of  its  leading  article, 
makes  itself  in  some  measure  a  party !  Happily  tliere 
are  men  enough  in  England  of  all  ranks  and  opinions  who  are 
too  well  acquainted  with  tlie  chivalrous  and  noble  character 
of  Count  Batthjiany  to  believe  that  the  high-souled  nobleman 
could  have  descended  to  any  acts  o(  baseness ;  and  who  will 
see,  in  the  glaring  absurdity  of  this  accusation,  the  discredit 
due  to  other  as  flagrant  calumnies  wliich  have  been  as 
eagerly  circulated  against  the  defeated  patriots. 

We  marv  el  whether  the  martyrdom  of  one  of  the  noblest 
and  wealthiest  members  of  one  of  the  noblest  and  wealthiest 
aristocracies  of  Europe  will  at  last  open  the  eyes  of  tlie 
higher  classes  of  this  countrv'  to  the  leveUinp  tendencies  of 
Austrian  despotism !  The  Hungarian  magnates  form  tlie 
only  high  aristocracy  now  remaining,  with  the  exception 
of  tlie  English,  which  has  retained  political  privileges 
and  the  influence  arising  from  the  possession  of  large 
landed  property.  Too  many  of  tliis  class  in  Hungary’  have 
proved  themselves  degenerate  sons ;  but  still,  in  all  the 
periods  of  her  history’,  it  has  furnished  men  who  for  patriot¬ 
ism  and  wisdom,  valour  and  euergv’,  might  coniiiete  with  the 
proudest  names  of  the  best  days  of  tlio  English  peerage. 
V^Mlen  a  man  of  this  class  is  found  who  despises  the  allure¬ 
ments  of  a  court,  who  finds  his  highest  satisfaction  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  welfare  of  his  country,  and  wlio  is  led  by  motives 
of  enlightened  policy,  as  well  as  by  feelings  of  common  jus¬ 
tice,  to  place  himself  at  the  head  of  a  popular  movement, 
and  to  lend  bis  influence  in  obtaining  refoniis  which  the 
middle  classes  demand  for  the  sake  of  the  lower — such  a 
man  is  dangemns  in  the  eyes  of  desjKitisra.  But  a  wealthy 
and  higli-sinrited  order  may  ahv-ays  funiish  such  men,  and 
tliorefore,  if  it  cannot  be  gained  over  and  made  a  mere 
oouj’t -puppet,  it  must  be  degraded  and  persecuted.  From  the 
time  wheu  Tanjuin  gave  the  fatal  lesson  to  his  son’s  mes¬ 
senger,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Tyrant  to  mow  down  the 
highest  heads  of  the  flowers  in  the  garden.  'I’he  low-bred 
and  vulgar  placemen  of  Austria  are  as  ready  to  gratify  their 
envious  spite  against  the  noble,  as  to  tyrannise  over  the 
burgher  and  tlie  peasant.  Who  does  not  know  their  memo¬ 
rable  threat,  that  they  would  “  break  the  teeth  of  the  Polish 
nobility  ”  in  Galicia.  The  spirit  of  desjxitism,  equally  with 
that  of  the  vilest  and  lowest  rabble,  abliors  individuality, 
and  seeks  to  reduce  all  classes,  all  stations,  to  one  common 
and  indistinguishable  level  of  slavery. 

But  whatever  may  be  tbe  influence  of  Count  Battbyany’s 
murder  on  our  aristocratic  class,  it  cannot  fail  to  disabuse  the 
popular  mind  tliraughout  England  as  to  the  real  character  of 
the  struggle  between  Austria  and  Hungary.  Fearful  and 
disgusting  as  the  ti'agedy  is,  it  is  but  one  of  a  class  of  the 
same  sickening  atrocity.  It  is  etjualled  in  infamy  by  the 
wholesale  murder,  chiefly  by  the  rope,  of  thirteen  Hunga¬ 
rian  generals ;  and  it  is  less  revolting  than  that  case  of 
^fadarae  Madersbacli,  for  which  the  Own  Correspondent  of 
the  Times  offered  a  palliation  tliroe  days  ago  as  wicked  as 
the  deed.  It  has  been  followed  by  the  hanging  of  Czanyi, 
Kossuth’s  Minister  of  Public  Works  ;  and  of  Baron  Jesze- 
Back,  a  wealthy  noble  of  moderate  opinions,  the  prize  of 
whose  estates  seems  to  have  tempted  the  Austrians  to 
murder  him.  Language  fails  us  when  we  would  speak 
of  such  barbarities.  To  say  that  tliey  are  a  disgrace 
to  the  age,  is  to  say  nothing.  All  comment  is  idle  with 
the  naked  deformity  and  horror  of  the  facts  before  us — 
with  the  consistent  moderation  and  lenih’  of  the  Hunga¬ 
rian  leaders  in  our  memorj’.  The  Chronicle,  Austrian  as 
it  is  in  its  tendencies,  has  thought  it  necessary  to  record 
its  protest  both  against  the  cruel  outrage  iuflicted  on  Madame 
Madersbach,  and  against  the  sanguinary  executions  of  Count 
Batthyany  ami  the  generals.  Even  tbe  Times,  which  has 
had  no  sympathies  for  the  unfortunate  lady  writhing  mider 
the  lash  in  the  public  square,  and  which  has  loved  to  record 
the  military  exploits  of  Haynau  without  commenting  on  those 
i»arbarou8  proclamations  by  which  he  threatened  indisi^riminate 
vengeance  to  whole  communities,  to  all  sexes  and  all  ages — 
lias  been  somewiiat  tardily  awakened  to  the  “  excassive  im- 
ivolicy  towards  the  Hungarian  jieople  ”  evinced  in  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  powerful  and  well-know’n  magnate.

In  truth,  kowewr,  the  whole  conduct  of  tbe^  Austrian  O^rt 
for  Ihe  last  tso  years  has  l»i«i  one  of  “  ejeessive  impolicy  ’*  as 
weftub  of  crime ;  and  k  has  involved  itself  so  deeply  in  guilt  that 
!  it  is  already  difficult,  and  before  long  will  become  impossible, 
i  to  recede.  Had  those  powerful  organs  in  E^laod  which 
'  have  in  some  instances  perv’crted,  in  others  misrepresented 
i  public  opinion,  not  put  the  Hungarian  question  in  a  false 
I  light ;  liad  they  acknowledged  that  so  many  solemn  oaths  of 
Sovereigns  were  violated,  ffiat  so  much  Austrian  and  Hun- 
■  garian  blood  was  shed,  in  the  mere  pursuit  of  a  chimera,  in  the 
I  vain  attempt  to  force  an  unnatural  and  unnecessaiy  union  where 
:  no  elements  of  union  exist ;  the  moral  influence  of  this 
I  country  might  have  had  some  weight,  and  a  Sovereign  of 
I  the  House  of  Hapsburg  might  at  this  moment  have  ruled 
I  over  Hungary  by  a  better  title  than  as  a  Uussian  vassal 
!  in  virtue  of  a  Bussian  conquest.  The  only  tardy 
reparation  that  these  writers  can  now  make  is  to  pro¬ 
claim  to  the  world  that  the  fruits  of  Austrian  crimes  will 
only  be  reaped  by  Russia ;  that  the  Schwarzenburg  Ministry 
is  dragging  the  house  of  Hapsburg  into  the  yawuing  abyss 
which  is  opening  beneath  it ;  and  tliat  the  only  hope  of 
rescue  is  to  abaiioon,  as  equally  uujust  and  impracticable,  the 
mock  Charter  of  the  -Ath  of  March,  1849,  and  to  recur  in 
Hungary  to  tbe  legitimate  and  constitutional  order  of  tilings 
as  established  by  law,  and  solemnly  sworn  to  by  tlie  Sove¬ 
reign  on  the  11th  of  April,  1848. 

The  young  Emperor  cannot  be  aware  of  the  atrocities 
committed  in  his  name.  It  were  a  libel  on  human  nature 
to  think  so.  Let  him,  in  the  language  of  the  Hungarian 
Prelates  to  his  predecessor,  in  their  representation  of  the 
28th  of  October,  1848,  “tear  off  the  tissue  of  vile  false- 
“  hoods  with  which  pernicious  advisers  beset  him.’*  Let  him 
attend  to  the  strict  letter  of  chartered  rights  rather  than  to 
the  fantastic  schemes  of  revolutionary  pedants,  and  dismiss 
those  evil  councillors  who  have  bowed  the  Imperial  dignity 
of  Austria  under  the  virtual  protectorate  of  the  Czar.  Let 
him  do  this,  and  time  and  forbearance  may  still  heal  the 
wounds  which  have  been  inflicted.  Yet  a  little  while,  and  all 
will  be  too  late. 

PROPOSAL  TO  STOP  THE  POST. 

Lord  John  Russell  having  declared  his  resolution  to  adhere 
to  the  arrangement  for  diminishing  the  amount  of  labour  in  the 
provincial  sendee  of  the  post  on  Sunday,  and  accelerating  the 
passage  of  letters  in  transit  tlirough  London,  the  opponents  of 
the  proposed  change  have  avowed  tlieir  intention  of  agitating 
the  country  for  a  complete  abolition  of  all  employment  in  the 
Post  Office  on  the  Sabbath.  There  is  at  least  consistency  in 
this  proposal.  Hitherto  these  persons  have  been  resisting 
the  employment  of  an  additional  few’  for  the  relief  of  a 
considerable  number  of  Post-office  seriants  on  the  Sunday  ; 
but  now  they  come  to  the  conclusion  that  none  shall  work, 
that  there  shall  be  no  exception  whatever,  and  that  the 
machinery  of  the  post  shall  be  stopped  altogether  and 
utterly  for  twenty-four  liours,  the  eftect  of  which  must  be  to 
interrupt  communication  for  at  least  double  tbe  time.  By 
this  proposal  the  inconsistencies  of  tbe  clamour  are  dropped, 
and  the  question  is  reduced  to  one  of  public  convenience  or 
ratlier  necessity,  namely,  whether  the  communication  by 
post  can  be  dispensed  with  for  two  or  three  days  out  of  the 
seven. 

An  objection  may  be  taken  to  this  statement  of  tbe 
option,  and  we  may  be  told  that  no  considerations  of  public 
convenience  or  public  necessity  can  pi’evail  against  the  jiositive 
prohibition  of  labour  on  the  Sabbath.  But  if  tliis  doctrine, 
to  which  the  puritanical  arguments  all  directly  tend,  be 
established,  the  consequence  must  be,  not  only  tbe  stoppage, 
besides  tbe  post,  of  every  accessory  to  tbe  business  ^  life, 
but  the  arrest  also  of  every  function  of  Government  for  secu¬ 
rity  and  protection.  Soldiers  and  sailors  must  be  exempt 
from  all  but  religious  duty,  and  the  police  must  be  released 
from  the  care  of  guarding  order,  property,  and  life,  and 
left  free  to  make  tlieir  uses  of  the  Sabbatli,  like  Post-office 
servants. 

Tlie  strict  party  wiU  hear  of  no  exceptions  in  the  Post 
office  business ;  they  insist  on  the  rule  absolute  against 
Sunday  employment,  and  the  rule  absolute  established  in 
one  instance  cannot  on  any  plea  be  invalidated  in  any  other 
The  policeman  will  aak  why  his  soul  is  to  be  made  of  less 
account  than  the  sorters  and  messengers  in  the  Post-office. 
If  you  plead  the  safety  of  the  public,  he  answers  tliat  tem¬ 
per^  safety  is  as  dust  in  the  balance  compared  with  the 
safety  of  one  soul,  and  that  he  cannot  he  required  to  sacri¬ 
fice  bis  eternal  interests  for  any  mundane  consideration,  any 
more  than  a  Post-office  servant. 

In  tlio  example  of  Christ,  indeed,  wo  have  the  relaxation 
of  the  prohibition  of  employment  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
the  sanction  of  the  dispensing  principle  of  necessity  or  ex¬ 
pediency,  but  the  sticklers  for  the  absolute  unexceptional 
observance  are  virtually  and  effectually  anti-Christian  and 
ultra-Judaic. 

Many  have  no  doubt  caught  up  the  cry  of  stopping  all 
Post-office  business  on  the  Sunday,  without  the  slightest  re¬ 
flection  on  the  conseiiuences  of  such  a  step,  and  supjxising 
tliat  the  interruption  of  the  post  would  not  exceed  the  twenty- 
four  hours.  As  well  might  you  chop  a  numlier  of  inches  out 
of  a  human  limb,  in  the  supposition  tliat  the  detriment  would 
not  extend  beyond  the  precise  measure  of  the  curtailment ;  or 
cut  out  with  Shylock  the  pound  of  flesh  nearest  the  heart,  in 
the  faith  that  it  is  simply  and  solely  the  abstraction  of  the 
pound,  with  no  other  effects. 

If  no  post  went  out  or  came  in  on  Sunday  throughout 
tbe  kingdom  there  would  be  no  communication  from  the 
distant  pjrts  of  the  country,  including  the  great  manufac¬ 
turing  districts,  from  Friday  till  Monday  evening.

THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  AND  INTimilRAT 

BURIAL. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  issued  an  order  in  the  Gazeu 
regulating  the  modes  of  interment  in  certain  metropolita^ 
burial-grounds,  so  as  to  prevent  over-crowding  and  the  ^ 
turbance  of  putrescent  remains,  and  ordering  the  use  of 
quicklime.  The  grave-yards  thus  brought  under  sanitarr 
regulation  are  no  doubt  nuisances  of  the  very  firet  ma^ 
tude,  but  there  are  many  others  which  require  tbe  sms 
rules— indeed  the  rules  respecting  the  inten-als  between 
graves,  and  the  period  during  which  a  grave  should  not  be 
disturbed,  ought  to  be  applied  to  eveiy  place  of  interment 
The  spreading  of  quicklime  over  tlie  whole  surface  of  the 
ground  may  not  be  necessary  in  every  burial-ground,  though 
in  all  it  would  be  a  precaution  on  the  side  of  safety  and 
cleanliness ;  but  all  tlie  other  regulations  relating  to  graves 
must  be  as  fitting  for  one  burial-place  as  for  any  other  i 
Where  graves  are  crowded,  they  will  prevent  the  increase  of  ^ 
the  disgusting  and  dangerous  nuisance  ;  and  where  they  are 
not  already  crowded,  they  will  prevent  crowding  in  the  : 
future.  We  are  at  a  loss,  therefore,  to  understand  why  the  i 
Board  has  contiiied  its  ordere  to  so  small  a  number  of  the  j 
London  burial-grounds,  omitting  many  which  have  been  re-  j 
presented  to  it  as  loathsome  and  dangerous  to  the  neighbour-  i 
ing  population. 

^^^len  the  Board  exercised  its  autliority  in  the  endeavour  I 
to  close  certain  burial-grounds  altogether,  its  defence  against  : 
reproach  for  not  proceeding  further,  and  stopping  intramural  = 
burial  completely,  was  not  unreasonable — that  it  was  better  to  j 
commence  witli  the  worst  cases,  as  some  time  and  prepara-  ; 
tion  would  be  requisite  for  the  change  from  intramural  to  j 
interments  out  of  the  town.  But  this  argument  does  not  at  ■ 
all  apply  to  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  unwholesome  ; 
e.xhaiations  in  burial-grounds,  or  against  tlie  premature  dis-  : 
turbance  of  rerhaius.  Such  regulations  may  l>e  more  needed  ; 
in  one  place  than  another,  but  must  be  good  everywhere,  ^d  ; 
no  harm  or  inconvenience  can  possibly  result  from  imposing  : 
them.  Here  and  there  it  may  be  said  tliat  the  quicklime  . 
may  be  unnecessary’,  and  grudged ;  but  after  the  vast  increase 
of  burials  in  the  last  four  mouths,  the  coating  of  all  the  m^ 
tropolitan  grave-yards  with  quicklime  would  l>e  a  prudent  and  j 
salutary  measm*e.

We  forget  how  many  years  have  passed  since  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  Pelham.  Nor  is  the  date  of  any  consequence. 
The  intervening  time  has  been  nobly  used  by  its  author.

and  Rienzi,  the  subtle  emulation  of  Zanonif  the  vivid  retro¬ 
spect  of  feudal  time  in  Uie  Last  of  the  Barons,  the  chivalric 
imagination  and  poetic  beauty  of  King  Arthur.  Nor  would

WE  WANT  AN  INTER- NATIONAL  OLD  BAILEY. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OT  THE  ‘EXAIIIVXR.’ 

Sir,— After  the  murder  of  Count  Batthyany — the  last  horrid 
tod  barbarous  European  crime— is  Europe  to  sny  nothing  ?  It 
belongs  to  history.  It  goes  down  to  a  wondering  posterity  as 
p&rtof  the  civilization  of  the  year  1849.  Austria  has  put  her 
Jsck  Ketch  into  a  general’s  uniform,  and  is  not  yet  ashamed 
of  the  pranks  he  is  playing  in  her  name.  But  the  stink  of  a 
murderer  in  history  taints  not  his  own  country  only.  Not 
Austria,  but  Europe,  is  concerned  over  such  atrocious  entries  in 
her  annals. 

Austria — a  bankrupt  and  unhappy  State,  a  soi-disaiU  Empire, 
—is  embarrassed  and  weighed  down  with  care :  she  is  bewil¬ 
dered,  and  has  no  time  to  look  after  a  servant’s  character. 
That  we  regret ;  but  should  that  give  immunity  to  crime  1  The 
errand-boy  to  a  bankrupt  doctor  has  no  right  to  poison  a  pa¬ 
tient  because  his  master  cannot  pay  attention  to  him,  detect 
him,  and  dismiss  him  from  service.  Other  detectives  find  him 
out,  society  takes  cognisance  of  his  misdeeds,  and  brings  him 
into  the  social  circle  which  meets  within  the  walls  of  the  Old 
Bailey,  there  to  answer  for  himself.  Austria  harbours  in  her 
service  one  of  the  most  disgusting  bravoes  of  the  present  day — 
one  who  will  occupy  a  prominent  position  in  the  gallery  of  his¬ 
toric  ruffians  which  our  illustrated  newspapers  may  some  day 
think  of  publishing  in  a  series  not  easy  to  exhaust.  Austria 
c^ot,  or  will  not,  see  his  repeated  crimes.  Europe  looks  on 
with  unmingled  horror  and  execration — witnessing  brutality 
ifter  brutality,  outrage  after  outrage,  and  crimes  committed 
boldly,  over  the  commission  of  which  the  meanest  and  most 
cowardly  devil  of  all  hell,  probably,  would  wince.  And  Europe 
looks  on,  whispering  “  What  next !  '* 

Fancy  London  contemplating  the  deeds  of  a  Greenacre, 
ind  wondering  what  he  will  do  next !  It  is  a  crime  to  be 
insetive.  England,  France,  every  State  of  Europe,  down 
to  little  Pedlington,  ought  to  utter  an  indignant  protest. 
But  what  is  that? — We  want  an  inter-national  Old  ^iley  ; 


Pisistratus  Caxton,  the  autobiographer,  is  no  hero  of 
idealism  or  sentimentalism.  The  exuberant  energies  of 
youth  inspire  him ;  but  he  is  happily  not  animated  by  that 
wonderful  sort  of  genius  which  is  always  conscious  of  powers 
superior  to  those  it  exhibits,  and  aspiring  to  destinies  nigher 
than  it  has  any  claim  or  riUe  to.  Of  a  vigorous  rather  than* 
a  contemplative  mind,  he  seeks  by  rational  and  {lossible 
efforts  to  command  a  possible  fortune.  He  is  brought  into 
contact  with  real  scholars,  real  politicians,  real  speculators, 

I  real  men  of  business,  real  soldiers  and  colonists,  real  truants 
from  the  paths  of  honour  and  integrity—  and  his  conduct  in 
I  all  positions  is  manly.  There  are  few  bettor  lessons  of 
morality  or  discipline  than  the  scenes  in  which  he  conquers 
his  own  ill-placed  passion  and  redeems  his  cousin  from  the 
evil  ways.  The  Caxtons  is  indeed  a  famib^  picture.  The 
work  resembles  in  this  the  Dutch  school  (Vf  art — that  the 
most  brilliant  colours  are  elicited  from  thevnost  homely 
surfaces  without  outrage  to  the  truth  of  nature.  \ 

The  moral  of  the  story  is  comprehensive  aihl  healthy. 
While  it  teaches  us,  as  the  author  intimates  his  design  tO' 
have  been,  that  to  insure  the  blessings  of  repose  we  require  a 
brisker  excitement  than  a  few  turns  up  and  down  our  own 
room,  it  shows  us  that  amid  all  our  wanderings  ”  our  happi- 
”  ness  will  still  be  found  within  a  narrow  compass,  and 
”  amidst  the  objects  more  immediately  within  our  reach.” 
Less  in  his  active  relations  with  the  world  than  in  his  repose 
at  his  own  hearth  is  man  dealt  with  throughout  it.  In  the 
whole  range  of  modem  literature  two  minds  could  hardly  be 
found  more  essentially  distinct  than  those  of  Wordsworth  and. 
the  author  of  the  Caxtons.  Yet  we  have  here  the  brilliant  and 
experienced  man  of  the  world  expounding  the  life-long  theme 


Thou  blood  which  dost  pollute  with  hideous  dew 
The  fields,  be  fruitful  ia  fi;reat  deeds  !  Be  quick 
O’er  all  the  land,  ye  martyr’d  hosts  that  strew

— The  Cortes  have  been  convoked  for 
the  30th  inst.  Twenty-eight  senators  have  been  nominated  by  the 
Queen,  among  whom  the  Marquis  of  Campoverde,  Senors  Gil  de  la 
Cuadra,  and  Los  Heros,  and  General  Infante,  are  Progressistas ;  and 
there  are  several  Carlists  among  the  number.  General  Cordova 
having  resigned  the  director-generalship  of  infantry,  on  account  of 
his  too  great  distance  from  Spain  (he  being  in  command  of  the 
Spanish  expeditionary  corps  in  Italy),  her  Majesty  has  accepted  his 
resignation,  and  appointed  Lieut.-General  O'Donnell  in  his  stead.  It 
was  expected  that  a  list  of  promotions  would  appear  in  the  *  Gazette  * 
on  the  occasion,  but  none  has  appeared.  A  royal  decree  is,  however, 
published,  rewarding  the  troops  serving  in  Catalonia,  Aragon,  Va¬ 
lencia,  Navarre,  and  the  Basque  Provinces,  for  the  valour,  fidelity, 
and  discipline  which  they  have  observed  during  the  last  campaign,” 
by  counting  the  time  they  were  in  active  service,  between  February 
the  29th,  1848,  and  May  the  14th,  1849,  as  half  as  much 
again  towards  their  period  of  regular  service  in  the  army. 
Another  royal  decree,  dated  the  8th  inst.,  grants  to  the  following

PORTUGAL. 

FiNANaAL  Affairs. — Accounts  from  Lisbon  of  the  9th  state  that 
the  Minister  of  Finance  had  nominated  a  new  and  efficient  committee 
to  make  full  investigation  at  the  Oporto  Custom-house.  The  minister 
had  made  himself  most  popular  with  the  pwple,  by  reason  of  his 
straightforward  conduct  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  his  department,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  his  measures. 
The  returns  of  the  Lisbon  Custom-house  showed  a  considerable  dimi¬ 
nution  when  compared  with  the  preceding  month  of  last  year,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  quarantine  and  uncertainties  respecting  the  new 
Spanish  tariff,  but  the  Sete  Casus  receipts  had  greatly  improved.  The 
discount  on  Lisbon  Bank  notes  had  further  declined  to  20  per  cent. 
Money  was  very  scarce,  the  Board  of  Public  Credit  being  the  principal 
buyers  of  bills  on  London.  The  Count  of  Thomsr  had  returned  to 
Lisbon  to  resume  his  official  duties.  The  Duchess  of  Ficalho  was 
about  to  be  restored  to  the  good  graces  of  the  Queen,  and  to  resume 
the  first  place  in  the  palace ;  her  son-in-law,  the  Count  of  Sobral, 
would  probably  be  elected  President  of  the  Lis^n  municipality.

PRUSSIA. 

The  Central  Power. — Tho  treaty  between  Austria  and  Prussia 
concerning  the  German  central  power  has  been  ratified  on  the  11th  on 
the  part  of  Prussia,  and  the  deed  of  ratification  was  sent  to  Vienna. 
Letters  from  Frankfort  of  tho  11th  inst.  announce  the  appointment  by 
Austria  of  Lieutenant  Field-Marshal  Hess  and  Baron  Werner  as 
Austrian  members  of  the  Central  Gemian  Power.  It  was  atfinnml 
that  Prussia  would  appoint  MM.  de  Kiulowitz  and  Hansemann  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Central  Commission. 

TURKEY. 

The  Converts  to  Islamism. — The  *  Cologne  Caxette  ’  has  an  in¬ 
teresting  statement  from  Widdin  on  the  subject  of  the  late  converts  to 
Islamism.  It  appears  that  when  the  demands  of  the  Austrian  and 
Russian  govcnmients  were  made  known  at  Widdin  almost  all  the 
fugitives  appeared  inclined,  in  the  first  instance,  to  forswear  their 
Christian  creed,  but  were  dissuaded  from  the  unworthy,  although  in 
some  degree  excusable,  act  by  a  fiery  speech  of  the  valiant  Kossuth. 
Bern  and  some  twenty  officers  only  embraced  the  religion  of  Mahomet. 
Bern  declared  that  it  was  his  vocation  to  fight  Russia,  and  that  he 
would  turn  to  any  quarter  where  he  could  fulfil  that  vocation.
